Army : Our Towns:and Cities are all open ; ' our 
Rivers arc all fordable ; no Paſſes nor ſtrong Pla. 
ces can; ftop an Enemy, that ſhould Land upon 
us. So thar the whole Narion lies open toaoy 
Army''that ſhould once come into ir. To this 
you may reply, Can an Army be brought toge- 
ther, with a Fleet to bringit over, and we know 
nothing of it > - Theſe Things require time, ;and 
we cannot be ſuppoſed ſo dettirute of Intelligence 
2s not to know of ſuch Preparations. 'In ſuch a 
caſe, our Fleet will cover us, while our Militia 
may be-exerciſed, and marched where che Dan- 
ger is -apprehended, ''This' may ſeem plauſible} 
and will no 'doubr work on ſuch as do noriconſi- 
der Things with che Accention'thart is neceſtary. 
But do not we remember, that we were 4a 

rwice almoſt ſurprized ; once from 'Le'Fogee,:and 
again from Calas., We muſt nor expect tharGad 
will always work Miracles for us, if we” are 
wanting to our ſelves. If in a time of War and 
Jealouſy we were fo near the being fatally over- 
run, withour either Warning or Intelligence ; it 
is much more poſlible to ſee ſuch Deſigns laid in 
a time of Sloth and Quiet, 'when we are under 
-no Fears nor Apprehenſions: And this may be fo 
managed, that the Notice we' may have of it, 
may come too late for us to be able to prevent or 
reſiſt it. And what will our Intelligence ſignify, 
if wc are in no condition cither to hinder the De- 
ſcent, or to - withſtand the Force that may be 
{ent againſt us: Abſolute Governments, _ 
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-all depends on the Will of :the Prince, and where 
Men are ruined, who fail either in performing 
what is expected: from them, jor in keeping the. a 
Secreſy:that is:enjoyned them, can both contrive is 
and exccute Things in. another manner; than can 
be conceived by thoſe who have the Happinels to , 
live in free Governments. Troops may have 
fuch Orders for Marches and Counter-marches, 
that thofe who are on the Place ſhall not be able 
ro judge whart.is intended, till ir, is not poſlible ro 
hinder it. Croſs Winds may make this come yet 
later, .to thoſe who have a Sea between them, | 
Orders may be given to many different Perſons s f 
in-many different Places, who ſhall know;nothing . 
of one another, till chey meet in a General Ren-

when we-had® nor” only 'all che juſtet Cauſes of 
Jealvufic,” but”all the Certainties 'of Evidence; 
The Defigns were barc-ficed; and the Artempes

were; bold ;7-and--yet ſome were: then ſilent, and 
others went into them;with as hearty aZcal for Ac- 
ne thay: fone now to put on.for Liberty. 
['The, Methods they have taken during the War 
have been ſo. ill diſguiſed, that few will believe 
they- are in earneſt, when they talk of Liberty 
and Law, who ſcemed;to have laboured hard to 
lay us. open to- Invaſion - and Conqueſt. What 
they; could, not.compals. during the War , they 
hope now to bring. about by laying us aſleep in 
Peace; for if we let go a real Security, and truſt 
to an imaginary one, We may pay too dear for 
the Experimeac,! and: be convinced of our Error 
when. it will be no mare; in our Power to correct it. 
But I know ſome will urge the Roman and Le 
cedemonian States for our Militia, It is a wrong 
way of arguing, to apply the Precedent of an 
one Time to another, unleſs all Things in bot 
Times did. agree. Every Thing is (afe in an 
State, when it is equal, it not ſuperior to thoſe 
about it, Lacedemon and Rome were at leaſt up- 
on the ſame foot withy- their Neighbours. They 
were indeed. far fyperiour to them : At Lacedemon 
they bred cheir Yourh to nothing bur War, ' or to 
other Exerciſes that render them fit for it, and to 
a ſhort and pointed way of Talking. They had 
neither Arts nor Learning among them : So that 
their whole Republick was like a Standing Army, 
that threatned the reſt of Greece, The Romans, 
in the Times of their Liberty, were but alitcle 
diſtinguiſhed from them. Boy allowed GT 
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many 
Wounds he had received in . nd 

was a Military Republick. Tt was not 

bur ſuperior to all abontthem, for robo 
and ſo no wonder if it conquered them. 
Preeedents can never {uit our Times, unkcs we 
could change our whole Canſtirurion/at home, . as 
well as the State of Aﬀairs abroad, and baniſh 
from us nor only Luxury bur both Wealth and 
"Trade. The accounts that we have of the Mi- 
litia in Swedes are not very encouraging : The

down to this day, that Regular Troops were al- 
ways. too: hard for a Militias Zacedemon, Athens, 
and Thebes , in; their Tuens had the berrer of one 
another, as their Armies were: better trained, 
and had more Experience” in War. At laſt the 
_— — who had been much deſpiſed 
by ſubdued them all.. Cyrus,, by craining 
the Perfrans, ravarnter ern fer rd ;. and Mex- 
avder by the Army which his-Farher had trained, 
tho he: had: numerous Arnnies,. or: rather a great 
Militia brought againſt him, yer:he made an caſy 


as well as a:ſpeedy Conqueſbof the Perfian Empire. 


While: the: Rowavs wete: but. a Militia, rho: they 
werc the beſt! tharever' was; they» made War-on 
their Neighbours, who' were! weaker than they, 
with great Advantage; bur when Huniball came 
againſt them-with a'traiged: Army, . they fell be- 
fore him upon [every Occafion; till. a- long War 
had:raughr them-that Arr, and then they not on» 
ly: beat him:ourt: of: Faly, bat forced. Carthage to a 
Submiſſion. Nothing ſtood before the Roman 
Armics, as long. as they were kept under Diſci- 
pline, but when all the” order of War was broke, 
and they became a Militia, che Northern Nations 
in Exrope, as welt as the Saracens in: the Ex#, 
over-run the Roman Empire. As the Saracens 


ſlackened their Diſcipline, the 7urks carried it 


from them : And if they had depended on their 

Timariots, and had not truſted more to their Fan- 

ſaries antl Spahi”s, they had not been the _—_—

from the Hiſtories of all 'Nations, that regular 
and diſciplined Troops wilt berfar ſuperior to'the 
beſt and ſtrongeſt Militia in the:'World. . i. \\ 77: 
- _ Toall this it may be ſaid, . How. did:we: doin” 
Queen £liſabeth's Time> Our' Militia :was'then” 
our only Army ; to -it we truſted, and-.we were 
preſerved by it. But I muſt crave leave ro put 
you in mind of ſome Particulars in this parr:of our 
Hiſtory : We were. then in fuch imminentDanger, 
that we were given for gone by the wiſeſt: Men 
of the Age : It was the Storms and Winds, the 
diſproportioned Bulk of their Ships, the Stiffneſs 
of the. Orders, and the Diſtaſte given to the/ 
Prince of Parma;. all which-concurred. atithat rime 
to ſave. Eneland:. Neither our Militia, inor our 7 
Fleet had ſhare in it. There was an extraordi- 
nary Concurrence of many Things in.that:junQure 
thar preſerved us : But it were-to preſume too! 
much on Providence to lay our fclyes; as open as: 
we were then, becauſe-iwe were: at: that: tume ſo. 
wonderfully delivered. Bur 1. muſt tell yow our 
Danger is now much. greater -:; Spain, ir is true; 
had then a great Armada, vaſt Treaſures, and 
well diſciplined Armies ;. But tho®-their Army lay 
near us in Flangers, the Scene of. their Councils, 
their Fleet and Treaſures were at. a great diitance 
from us: And yet all the wiſe Men of that time 
thought we muſt haye periſhed then. The Dan-- 
ger is now _ both ncarer and greater; a mighty: 
Power, well united, and practiſed in War, and a.
